The  Board  of  Visitors  at  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  has  estab- 
lished the  position  of  vice  president  of 
planning  and  budget  for  the  university. 
VCU  President  Dr.  Edmund  F.  Ackell 
has  appointed  Donald  C.  Bruegman  to 
that  position.

VCU. 

Woods  joined  MCV  as  vice  president 


for  Health  Sciences  in  1970,  which  ap- 
pointment was  made  by  the  former 
VCU  President,  Warren  W.  Brandt.  In 
a  reorganization  by  Brandt  in  1975, 
Woods  was  named  associate  provost  for 
academic  and  professional  affairs  at 
MCV,  but  had  no  responsibility  for  the 
MCV  Hospitals.  In  the  newly  created 
position,  Woods  replaces  Dr.  M.  Pinson 
Neal,  Jr.,  who  resigned  in  August  as 
provost  of  MCV.  Neal  is  now  associate 
dean  for  Continuing  Medical  Educa- 
tion. 

Woods,  nationally  known  in  the  field 
of  medical  education,  received  a  B.A. 
degree  cum  laude  from  Dakota  Wesle- 
yan  University,  a  Ph.D.  degree  in  Or- 
ganic Chemistry  from  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity, and  his  M.D.  degree  cum  laude 
from  the  University  of  Michigan  Medi- 
cal School. 

Before  joining  MCV,  Dr.  Woods  had 
been  professor  and  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment of  pharmacology  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa.  Formerly  he  was  a 
member  of  the  faculty  at  the  University 
of  Michigan  for  15  years,  rising  from  a 
research  fellow  in  pharmacology  and  in- 
structor to  acting  chairman  and  profes- 
sor of  pharmacology. 


Enrollment  at  VCU 

Classes  began  August  28  at  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University,  and  return- 
ing students  will  see  some  changes. 

Total  enrollment  this  fall  is  expected 
to  be  slightly  higher  than  last  year's, 
with  preliminary  projections  indicating 
approximately  18,600  students  for  the 
university.  In  1977-1978,  18,366  en- 
rolled, including  15,945  on  the  aca- 
demic campus  and  2,421  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  Orientation  and 
registration  will  be  conducted  this 
week. 

The  student  body  will  be  taught  by 
approximately  1,542  faculty  members, 
including  602  college-salaried  teachers 
on  the  MCV  campus  and  190  with  sala- 
ries from  other  sources  such  as  McGuire 
Veterans  Hospital  and  the  Virginia 
Treatment  Center,  and  primarily  based 
at  those  sites. 

New  programs  include  one  leading  to 
a  master  of  education  degree  in  reading 
in  the  School  of  Education,  one  for  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  religious  stud- 
ies in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 


and  one  for  a  bachelor  of  science  degree 
in  medical  record  administration  in  the 
School  of  Allied  Health  Professions. 
Master  of  music  and  master  of  fine  arts 
degrees  will  be  offered  in  new  areas  this 
year. 


VCU  Grants 

Virginia  Commonwealth  University 
has  received  more  than  $19  million  in 
grants  and  contracts  in  fiscal  year  1978, 
a  19.5  percent  increase  over  fiscal  year 

1977.  The  greatest  percentage  increases 
in  funds  were  received  on  the  Academic 
campus.  Grants  awarded  to  the  School 
of  the  Arts  jumped  to  $200,482  from  the 
$15,000  awarded  in  fiscal  year  1977. 
The  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  nearly 
tripled  the  dollar  value  of  its  grants, 
with   $232,645   received  in  fiscal  year 

1978,  compared  to  $78,455  received  in 
fiscal  year  1977. 

The  largest  grants  were  received  by 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  cam- 
pus, with  the  School  of  Medicine  re- 
ceiving more  than  $7  million  and  the 
School  of  Basic  Sciences  nearly  $5  mil- 
lion. The  largest  amount  received  by  an 
Academic  campus  school  was  $869,743 
awarded  to  the  School  of  Community 
Services,  an  increase  of  30  percent  over 
fiscal  year  1977. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  has  been 
awarded  a  five  year,  $1.5  million  grant 
from  the  National  Institute  of  Dental 
Research  to  establish  a  clinical  research 
center  for  the  study  of  a  disease  that 
causes  many  people  to  lose  their  teeth. 

Periodontal  disease,  which  affects 
nearly  94  million  Americans,  involves 
inflammation  that  can  lead  to  the  de- 
struction of  the  gums  and  bones  that 
support  the  teeth,  according  to  Dr. 
Richard  Ranney,  associate  professor  in 
the  department  of  periodontics  at 
MCV.  Researchers  are  seeking  the 
causes  of  the  inflammatory  processes, 
and  are  trying  to  discover  how  they 
work. 

Dental  school  investigators  will  join 
MCV  microbiologists,  immunologists 
and  pharmacologists  in  studying  the 
many  puzzling  aspects  of  the  disease. 
They  will  try  to  identify  the  bacteria 
involved,  see  if  some  people  are  af- 
fected more  than  others  by  the  disease, 
and  work  on  better  treatment  methods 
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and  preventive  measures  against  the 
problem. 

A  large  part  of  the  research  at  MCV 
will  involve  patient  care,  said  Dr.  Ran- 
ney.  People  who  suffer  from  various 
stages  of  periodontal  disease  may  go 
through  a  screening  process  at  the  den- 
tal school  if  they  wish  to  be  accepted 
into  the  research  program,  he  said. 

They  will  also  work  closely  with  a 
research  lab  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute in  Blacksburg  where  experts 
study  anaerobes,  which  are  certain  bac- 
teria that  thrive  in  the  absence  of  oxy- 
gen. This  type  of  bacteria  is  thought  to 
be  primarily  involved  in  periodontal 
disease,  said  Dr.  Ranney. 

MCV  has  been  chosen  to  administer 
a  grant  of  $10  million  from  the  Robert 
Wood  Johnson  Foundation  to  help 
teaching  hospitals  throughout  the  coun- 
try expand  outpatient  dental  services. 

Dr.  John  J.  Salley,  associate  vice- 
president  for  research  and  graduate  af- 
fairs at  VCU,  will  direct  the  program, 
which  seeks  to  aid  people  lacking  a  reg- 
ular source  of  dental  care  and  using  a 
hospital  as  their  prime  source  of  medi- 
cal services. 

He  will  have  a  full-time  staff  of  two — 
one  with  a  background  in  dentistry  and 
the  other  in  hospital  administration. 
The  grants  are  to  be  made  for  four 
years.  VCU  s  administrative  responsi- 
bilities are  expected  to  last  five  or  six 
years. 

Grants  of  up  to  $500,000  will  be 
made  to  hospitals  with  training  pro- 
grams for  recently  graduated  dentists. 
The  program  will  provide  24-hour  den- 
tal emergency  service  and  will  support 
prevention  and  dental  education  serv- 
ices, particularly  for  children. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
(MCV)  has  received  a  grant  of  $26,000 
from  Allied  Chemical  Corporation  in 
connection  with  its  studies  of  Kepone 
and  its  effects  on  humans  and  labora- 
tory animals. 

Dr.  Philip  S.  Guzelian,  head  of  the 
MCV  research  team  involved  with  Ke- 
pone studies,  said  that  the  money 
would  enable  MCV  to  purchase  addi- 
tional scientific  equipment  needed  for 
continued  research. 

The  MCV  research  team  announced 
in  February  the  successful  treatment  of 
more  than  20  people  who  had  been  suf- 
fering from  Kepone  poisoning.  The 
team  treated  the  patients  with  cho- 
lestyramine, a  drug  that  was  developed 
originally  to  lower  cholesterol  levels  in 
the  blood.  Dr.  Guzelian's  team  success- 
fully used  cholestyramine  to  hasten  the 


elimination  of  Kepone  from  the  body. 

The  research  team  plans  to  use  the 
new  equipment  to  continue  investiga- 
tions into  the  metabolism  of  Kepone  in 
humans  and  animals.  In  earlier  experi- 
ments they  found  that  Kepone  is  modi- 
fied chemically  in  humans  differently 
than  in  rats.  Further  studies  could  pro- 
vide crucial  information  to  assess  the 
relevance  of  the  National  Cancer  Insti- 
tute animal  assay  data  which  led  the 
institute  to  conclude  that  Kepone 
causes  cancer  in  rats  and  mice,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Guzelian. 

The  School  of  Basic  Sciences  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  has  been 
awarded  a  grant  of  $57,654  by  the  Na- 
tional Institute  for  Dental  Research  to 
continue  work  on  development  of  a  vac- 
cine against  oral  herpetic  lesions. 

Dr.  Bryon  K.  Murray,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  microbiology,  said  the  grant 
will  be  used  to  carry  on  research  seeking 
a  vaccine  to  prevent  herpes  simplex,  a 
viral  disease  whose  manifestations  in- 
clude cold  sores  and  fever  blisters. 

The  grant  is  the  second  from  NIDR 
for  the  research.  The  school  received  a 
1977  award  of  $56,600. 

Research  has  led  to  development  of  a 
vaccine  is  successful  with  mice,  but 
much  work  remains  to  be  done  before 
tests  can  be  made  with  humans.  Murray 
said  there  is  strong  evidence  that  most 
persons  acquire  the  disease  by  the  age 
of  three  and  that  it  usually  remains  dor- 
mant until  occasionally  some  incident 
triggers  an  outbreak  of  sores  and  blis- 
ters. 


The  largest  grant,  $204,462,  was  re- 
ceived from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  to  continue  the  graduate  train- 
ing of  physicians  in  the  department  of 
family  practice  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Maurice  Wood.  Dr.  Robert  B.  Red- 
mon,  Jr.  in  the  department  of  philoso- 
phy and  religious  studies  received  $980 
from  the  Virginia  Foundation  for  the 
Humanities  and  Public  Policy  to  con- 
duct a  symposium  on  national  health 
insurance. 

Also  among  the  grants  received  is 
$15,000  for  a  project  dealing  with  ad- 
justment to  widowhood  in  old  age.  Dr. 
Iris  A.  Parham  of  the  gerontology  de- 
partment will  direct  a  project  to  prepare 
150  women  for  widowhood.  The  one- 
year  grant,  to  start  July  1,  1978,  is 
funded  by  the  State  Agency  for  Title  I, 
Community  Service  and  Continuing 
Education. 

The  School  of  Medicine  in  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  has  been 
awarded  a  grant  of  $164,768  by  the  fed- 
eral Health  Services  Administration  to 
continue  the  work  of  the  sickle  cell  dis- 
ease screening  and  education  clinic  at 
MCV.  Dr.  Robert  B.  Scott,  professor  of 
hematology,  is  medical  director  of  the 
Virginia  Sickle  Cell  Anemia  Awareness 
Program  (VASCAP)  at  the  school,  a 
component  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University.  The  grant,  which  is  for  a 
period  ending  July  31  next  year,  is 
slightly  higher  than  last  year's  award  of 
$156,578  from  the  Health  Services  Ad- 
ministration. 

During  the  1978  fiscal  year,  VCU  was 
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awarded  370  grants  and  contracts  for 
research  and  education  from  federal 
and  state  agencies  and  private  founda- 
tions. The  largest  grant,  $664,425,  was 
received  by  the  School  of  Medicine 
from  the  HEW  Bureau  of  Health  Man- 
power to  train  students  and  offset  tui- 
tion costs.  A  grant  of  $448,810  was  re- 
ceived from  the  same  agency  for 
training  students  in  the  School  of  Den- 
tistry. Also  among  the  three  largest 
grants  was  $566,153  awarded  by  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  Division 
of  Research  Resources  to  operate 
MCV's  Clinical  Research  Center,  a  spe- 
cial wing  of  the  hospital  where  diseases 
and  new  treatment  techniques  are  stud- 
ied. 

Arthritis  Team  at  MCV 

Specialists  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  in  Richmond  have  joined  in  a 
new  team  effort  to  treat  the  wide  range 
of  physical  and  psychological  problems 
often  brought  on  by  arthritis. 

"It  used  to  be  that  patients  could  go 
in  and  spend  15  minutes  with  a  doctor 
and  they'd  be  finished,"  said  Sarah 
Liddle.  an  arthritis  rehabilitation  spe- 
cialist at  MCV.  Now  a  doctor  refers  pa- 
tients to  physical  therapists  for  advice 
on  exercise  and  rest,  nurses  who  explain 
the  nature  of  the  disease,  pharmacists 
for  information  on  medication,  and  spe- 
cialists in  six  other  fields. 

Occupational  therapists  play  a  major 
role  in  the  program,  especially  with  pa- 
tients in  more  serious  stages  of  their 
disease.  To  make  ordinarily  painful  rou- 
tines easier  for  arthritics,  the  therapists 
offer  self-help  devices  which  were  de- 
signed by  patients  and  their  doctors. 
Using  these  devices,  arthritics  can  more 
easily  open  doors,  comb  their  hair,  put 
on  clothes  and  perform  other  activities. 

Though  help  is  available  for  suffer- 
ers, they  are  slow  to  enter  a  treatment 
program,  said  Miss  Liddle.  "There's  al- 
ways the  attitude,  'Well,  I've  got  arthri- 
tis, I  just  have  to  live  with  it.'  You  don't 
just  have  to  live  with  it,"  she  said. 

Cancer  Cell  Research 

Scientists  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  Cancer  Center  believe  they 
have  found,  for  the  first  time,  differ- 
ences in  the  way  normal  cells  and  can- 
cer cells  duplicate  DNA,  the  genetic 
material  that  determines  the  function 
and  growth  of  a  cell. 

Impressed  by  the  initial  findings,  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  has  awarded 


a  $210,000  grant  to  continue  the  re- 
search over  the  next  three  years. 

"Through  several  years  of  additional 
research,  we  hope  to  find  a  key  to  ex- 
ploiting the  differences  in  such  a  way 
that  we  can  improve  cancer  treatment 
and  prevention,"  said  Dr.  James  M. 
Collins,  associate  professor  of  biochem- 
istry and  principal  investigator  of  the 
grant. 

He  said  the  first  step  in  research  will 
be  to  more  closely  pinpoint  the  repro- 
duction differences  between  normal 
cells  and  cells  which  have  been  trans- 
formed by  a  cancer-causing  agent. 

"The  data  we  need  for  comparison 
regarding  the  duplication  of  DNA  in 
normal  cells  is  already  complete,"  said 
Collins.  "Now  we  must  complete  stud- 
ies of  DNA  duplication  in  transformed 
cells." 

The  biochemist  said  DNA  is  the  sub- 
stance within  a  cell  that  commands  its 
reproduction.  Normal  cells  stop  repro- 
ducing when  a  sufficient  population  of 
them  is  reached,  but  cancer  cells  con- 
tinue to  reproduce,  causing  large  over- 
populations of  cells  that  sap  the  nour- 
ishment of  normal  cells  and  eventually 
cause  them  to  die. 

The  study  of  DNA  duplication  in 
cells  was  greatly  aided  at  MCV  two 
vears  ago  when  the  cancer  center  estab- 
lished its  CANSORT  laboratory.  The 
facility  includes  new  technology  for  de- 
tecting minute  differences  among  cells, 
sorting  like  types  of  cells,  and  counting 
them. 

Using  the  CANSORT  laboratory  to 
measure  the  amount  of  DNA  in  each 
cell  at  the  rate  of  5000  cells  per  second, 
the  lab  completes  an  analysis  of  a  cell 
population  in  about  20  minutes.  The 
same  job  would  require  about  six  weeks 
using  conventional  techniques,  accord- 
ing to  Collins,  who  is  director  of  the 
laboratory. 

A  significant  feature  of  the  ongoing 
research  is  the  use  of  paired  cell  lines 
for  purposes  of  making  comparisons, 
said  Collins.  In  the  paired  cells,  scien- 
tists study  normal  cells  of  specific  tissue, 
and  compare  them  to  cells  of  the  same 
tissue  which  has  been  transformed  by  a 
carcinogen.  Other  research  on  DNA  has 
utilized  normal  and  cancerous  cells 
form  unlike  tissues,  said  Collins. 

Collins  said  that  scientists  have  been 
trying  for  many  years  to  find  the  under- 
lying biochemical  mechanisms  that  are 
responsible  for  the  differences  in  the 
way  normal  and  cancerous  cells  repro- 
duce. His  recent  finding,  and  future  re- 
search to  more  completely  delineate  it, 


will  become  one  aspect  of  understand- 
ing the  process  of  DNA  duplication. 

New  MCV  Program  to  Train 
Medical  Record  Administrators 

Virginia's  first  program  to  train  medi- 
cal record  administrators  will  begin  in 
August  through  a  cooperative  venture 
among  the  McGuire  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration Hospital,  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions and  Department  of  Health  Ad- 
ministration and  the  School  of  Business 
at  Virginia  Commonwealth  University. 

Named  as  chairman  of  the  new  un- 
dergraduate degree  program  is  Dwight 
D.  Dixon,  who  is  currently  chairman  of 
the  medical  record  administration  pro- 
gram at  the  Downstate  Medical  Center 
of  the  State  University  of  New  York. 
His  appointment  at  MCV  is  effective 
July  1. 

Student  applications  to  enter  the  pro- 
gram are  now  being  accepted  at  MCV. 
Prerequisites  for  the  two-year  course  in- 
clude two  years  of  under-graduate 
study  in  business  or  the  pre-health  sci- 
ences. The  first  class  is  expected  to  have 
a  dozen  students. 

A  State  Council  of  Higher  Education 
health  manpower  study  released  in 
1974  called  for  the  creation  of  educa- 
tional programs  for  medical  record  ad- 
ministrators. Employment  projections 
made  in  the  report  estimate  that  150 
positions  for  such  administrators  will 
exist  in  Virginia  hospitals  by  1980. 

According  to  Dixon,  the  new  pro- 
gram's chairman,  federal  legislation  has 
led  to  the  burgeoning  complexity  and 
volume  of  medical  records  by  requiring 
close  review  of  professional  activities. 

"Accountability  and  health  care  eval- 
uation are  the  more  important  factors 
which  have  impacted  on  the  need  for 
good  medical  record  administrators," 
says  Dixon. 

Growing  medical  expertise  also  adds 
to  the  volume  of  material  recorded,  and 
requires  sophisticated  skills  in  evalua- 
tion and  filing. 

Dixon  says  the  program  will  be 
taught  in  facilities  at  the  McGuire  VA 
Hospital,  MCV  Hospitals,  and  other 
hospitals  in  central  Virginia. 

"When  the  students  leave  our  pro- 
gram, they  could  take  over  the  manage- 
ment of  the  medical  records  depart- 
ment of  a  medium-sized  health  care 
facility.

Lexington  Native  Investigates 
Head  Injury 

A  Lexington  man  working  as  part  of  a 
research  team  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  has  found  that  head  injury  can 
cause  an  increase  in  the  levels  of  certain 
chemicals  in  the  brain.  He  said  that  this 
knowledge  could  lead  to  the  future  de- 
velopment of  drug  therapy  regimens 
which,  if  used  by  trained  medical  per- 
sonel,  could  reduce  brain  damage  or 
avoid  death  in  accident  victims. 

Frank  P.  Huger,  a  pharmacology  stu- 
dent at  the  MCV  campus  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University,  is  studying 
head  injury.  His  work  is  supported  by  a 
federal  multi-disciplinary  grant  that  in- 
cludes the  departments  of  neural  anat- 


omy, neurosurgery,  physiology,  nerve 
pathology,  and  pharmacology. 

"Every  year,  approximately  50,000 
Americans  are  killed  in  highway  acci- 
dents," said  Huger,  "and  a  large  num- 
ber of  these  casulties  die  as  a  result  of 
head  injury."  Those  who  survive  fre- 
quently suffer  brain  damage  which  can 
result  in  a  variety  of  malfunctions:  loss 
of  motor  control,  eyesight,  memory,  or 
learning  ability  to  name  a  few. 

By  understanding  the  physical  and 
chemical  changes  which  occur  in  the 
brain  as  a  result  of  injury,  Huger  be- 
lieves better  emergency  treatment  for 
accident  victims  will  be  designed.  The 
proper  drug  treatment  shortly  after  in- 
jury could  reduce  brain  damage,  or 
avoid  death.

otolaryngology  department  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  School  of 
Medicine  at  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University,  Richmond.

Dr.  Williams  will  head  a  department 
which  last  year  provided  service  to 
22,000  patients  and  trained  more  than 
a  dozen  resident  physicians  who  will 
specialize  in  ear,  nose  and  throat  ail- 
ments.

Dr.  Williams  joined  MCV  in  1964  as 
associate  professor  of  otolaryngology, 
and  became  a  full  professor  in  1968.

Dur- 
ing his  career  in  Richmond  he  has 
served  as  chief  of  staff  of  the  Richmond 
Eye  Hospital,  president  of  the  Virginia 
Society  of  Ophthalmology  and  Oto- 
laryngology, and  director  of  the  Defec- 
tive Hearing  Clinic  for  the  Bureau  of 
Crippled  Children. 

A  1956  graduate  of  the  Tulane  Uni- 
versity School  of  Medicine,  Dr.  Williams 
completed  a  fellowship  in  otology  at 
Baylor  University  and  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1961.  His  residency  training 
was  received  at  Tulane  University  and 
Charity  Hospital,  New  Orleans.
